New York, May 6—[Special.]—The will of 
John; Jacob Astor, who was drowned when 
the Titanic sunk, #isposing of an estate 
valued roughly at $100,000,000, was sum- 
marized today by Lewis Cass Ledyard, the 
lawyer who drew tt.‘ 

Mr. Astor, following the example of his 
father and grandfather, did not split up his 
estate. He left & almost intact to his son, 
William Vincent Astor, who is not yet 21 
year od. Not much more than $8,000,000 
can in any event be diverted from the main 
Astor line. 

. To Mrs. Madeleine Force Astor he gave 
outright $100,000. Aside from this he be- 
queathed to her the Income from a trust fund 
of $5,000,000 and the use during her life of 
the house at 840 Fifth avenue and ita con- 
tents. She loses both in cage she marries 


Mrs. Ava Willing Astor, his first wife, he 
did not mention. He gave $5,000,000 in trust 
for their daughter, Muriel, who is about 10 
years old, which becomes hers absolutely 


upon reaching her majority.

Thewill was a document of about twenty 

ety, typewritten pages containing about 
9.4 words. The bulk of it concerned the 
restrictions which will bind his executors 
and the trustees of the Astor estate, James 
Roosevelt Roosevelt, Douglas Robinson, 
Nicholas Biddle; and Vincent Astor, who be- 
gins to sérve as soon as he comes of age in 
six months. 

The will was signed on Sept. 18 lest, nine 
days after he wae married to Miss Madeline 
Force. It followed closely in} some particu- 
lats, notably the restrictions which bind the 
trustees. in the matter of investments and 
similar items, the will of his father, William 
Astor. 

There was no formal reading of the will 
to members of the family. Mr. Ledyard in- 
formed those who benefited by it as he sew 
fit, keeping the details closely private until 
today. He said he did not know when it 
would be filed at the office of the surrogate. 


Valued Near $100,000,000. 

The precise value of the estate was not men- 
tioned. A man who has been familiar with 
Mr. Astor's affairs said he doubted if any one 
at this time was competent to give a definite 
estimate of how much itis worth. He said, 
however, that the value Hes probably between 
$76,000,000 and $125,000,000. 

“If I were to stake my life on it, though,“ 
he said, “I would guess the smaller sum.“ 

Unlike most estates in this country Mr. 
Astor’s was composed of two kinds of prop- 
erty—that which he owned outright and that 
which he held in trust with the power to dis- 


pose by will. 
William Vincent Astor was made residuary 


legateé, and through him the integrity of the 
Astor estate will be maintained, according to 
the custom pursued by the Astor family 
through a number of generations.

Raises Window for “More Air.” 

After the argument Jaycox turned to his 


| desk. Underwood went to the window, which 


was up about a foot. 

“Let's have some more air in here,” he 
eaid and raised it as high aa he could reach. 

Then he climbed on the sill, raised the win- 
dow as high as it would go, and, stooping, 
stepped outside on the ledge, which is two 
feet wide. He stood there a few seconds, 
long enough for ‘several-employés of the De 
Voe & Reynolds company across the street 
to see him. Then he leaped. 

About. eight feet below and to thefleft of 
the window was a sign. He struck this with 
his left shoulder and carried it down with 
him. Underwood landed on an iron step in 
a sitting position. His head jerked back and 
hit the sidewalk. 

Underwood's skull was fractured at the 
dase. His collar bone was fractured and his 
right shoulder badly bruised. Not withstand · 
ing his injuries, Underwood retained con- 
scioyustiess. He would not say why he had 
tried to, commit suicide and obstinately re- 
fused to give the police any information, not 
even his name. 


Aged Murderer Hangs Himeelf.

The associations include domestic supplies, 
agricultural supplies, creameries, farmers’ 
loan banks, and savings banka 

In Denmark sales are confined to members 
of the codperative societies unless the latter 
wish to subject themselves to taxation. The 
joint association of Danish coSperative socie- 
ties operates numerous factories and ware- 
houses. The average dividends range from 
8 per cent to 12 per cent.

REPAIRING STREET OPENINGS... 

Chicago, May 5.—[To the Friend of the 
People. The explanation of Mr. Solon re- 
garding cost of repairing street openings -3 
still not very clear tothe writer. I deposited 
$35 for opening brick paved street on March 
22, 1911, about thirty square feet, and re- 
ceived rebate in March, 1912, of $2. This 
street was repaired by the city and was 
done in two hours’ time with six men and 
one team; practically no material was used 
in making. the repair. The vost seems to 
be excessive. I took out another permit in 
March, 1911, for asphalt street, depositing 
$30, opening six square feet, for which I 
received a refund on March 19, 1912, of $2. 
This street, I believe, was under reserve 
to the contractor. 

L also am still in the dark as to who re- 
ceived the interest on all the money on de- 
posit for these permits. It appears to me 
that the contractor is entitled to some inter- 
est on money deposited. 

Would also like to know whether the pub- 
lie service corporatio 7 are required to put 
up a deposit and pay for repairing of streets 
the same as other contractors.

29, 1011. the size being 11.5x6.3, or 8.05 square 
yards, and charge wes made at the rate of $5 for 
the first yard and $3 for each additional or frac- 
tional yard, es prescribed in the contract for the 
original improvement of the street. Refund for $1, 
the difference between the deposit furnished to 
cover the cost of restoring the opening and the 
charge for such restoration, was vouchered and 
forwarded to the controller for payment. 

With. regard to the inquiry who receives the in- 
terest on deposits, all monéys received by this de- 
pertment are turned over to the city collector. 

With regard to openings made by public utility 
corporations, such corporations pay for the work 
of restoring all pavemente disturbed by them, as 
well as for city inspection incident tö such work. 
They are held responsible for the restoration of 
every pavement opened by them.

The water color exhibition which will open 
tonight with a reception at the institute is a 
good show, maintaining a higher standard 
than last year and offering a large variety 
of subject and method.

Quality of the exhibition is due not so much 
to a few exceptional pictures as to the many 
which have their modest little gleams of in- 
spiration.
